fort to have Ruby freed on 
bond \\hile awaiting trial on a 
charge of murder with malice 
for shooting Oswald. 


The hearing was recessed 


until 9 a.m. Tuesday.

s t a t e attorneys, Bromberg 
said Ruby had told him of 
making a trip to Cuba in 1959, 
nine months after P r i m e 
Minister Fidel Castro t o o k 
over. 


Didn't Go Through 


Dist. Atty. Henry W a d e 


asked if Ruby had told Brom- 
berg of trying to sell jeeps to 
Cuba. The doctor confirmed 
tliis and added: "But the deal 
didn't go through . . . it was 
an involved financial deal in 
Houston and elsewhere. He 
wanted to make some money 
in a hurry." 


He said Ruby spent about 10 


days in Cuba. 


Asst. Dlst. Ally. William Al- 


exander asked if the doctor 
had learned from Ruby that 
his father was a native R u s- 
sian named Rubcnstcin w h o 
had served In the Russian 
army. The psychiatrist said, 
"yes." 


Alexander asked whether 


this R u s s i a n background 
might have influenced Ruby's 
state of mind. 


Might Have 


B r o m b e r g replied: "It 


might have had an effect on 
h i s 
organic 
background." 


There was no explanation of 
this answer. 


Oswald spent several years 


in Russia, once tried to obtain 
Russian citizenship, married 
.1 Russian woman and, after 
returning to t h i s country, 
handed out pro-Castro pam- 
phlets in New Orleans. 


Earlier, psychologist- R o y 


Schafcr of Yale University 
testified he believes R u b y 
has un organic brain disor- 
der that can cause an ex- 
plosive mental 
state 
under 


emotional stimulation. 


Describing Ruby, who grew 


up as a brawler in Chicago's 
South Side, Bromberg said: 
"He was prc-sct to be a fight- 
er, to attack, to fight. He's 
a fighting man, geared up for 
physical action. Ho thinks he's 
tough " 


Did Not Know 


Bromberg said Ruby "did 


not know the nature of his 
act" when he killed Oswald 
Nov. 
24, could not tell the 


difference between right ami 


whether Ruby should h a v p. 
psychiatric treatment, Brom- 
berg, replied that he should 
have a thorough and complete 
examination. Bromberg said 
this should include a blood 
test for 
the 
possibility of 


syphilis. 


Prove Insanity 


The defense, headed by at- 


torney Mclvin Belli of San 
Francisco, lias announced it 
will try to prove Ruby was 
insane when he killed Os- 
wald on Nov. 24, two days 
after the assassination of tho.

Washington W) — President 


Johnson forecast Monday a 
speed-up of prosperity in 1964, 
propelled by tax reduction and 
cutting at last into the stub- 
bornly h i g h unemployment 
rate. 


National output will total a 


stunning $G23 billion to break 
all r e c o r d s for sustained 
growth, the President t o l d 
Congress in his annual econ- 
omic message. 


But Congress can shatter 


the glowing picture, he said, 
if the lawmakers fail to enact 
the $11 billion tax cut—"n o t 
in one or two or three months, 
but now," and "not in dilut- 
ed, b u t 
in 
strengthened 


form." 


'Without Cut' 


"Without the tax cut. o u r 


sights would have to be set 
$10 to $15 billion lower—and 
dashed expectations c o u l d 
t u r n expansion into reces- 
sion," Johnson said. 


He hoisted an inflationary 


storm signal as well, the first 
from the While House in five 
years of nearly stable living 
costs. Recent price boosts un- 
derline the need for labor and 
industry continuing their "ex- 
cellent" record of reasonable 
price and wage settlements, 
Johnson said. 


But an "early warning sys- 


tem" to detect serious break- 
throughs is being set up in 
federal agencies because of 
recent price boosts, he dis- 
c l o s e d , although no wage- 
price spiral is expected. John- 
son added: 


"In the face of a 44ro in- 


crease in corporate profits in 
less than three years and the 
prospect of further increases 
to come with the tax cut, I 
see no warrant for inflation- 
ary price rises." 


Attention 


Johnson served notice he 


will focus public attention on 
excessive p r i c e or w a g e 
boosts: will pursue an anti- 


trust policy "keenly alert" to 
illegal price fixing; and will 
fight any "new steps to legal- 
ize price fixing." 


The last phrase was a slap 


at what is known as the quali- 
ty stabilization bill, pending in 
Congress. It would let manu- 
facturers set minimum retail 
prices for their products. ' 


A hint that the auto indus- 


try is prosperous enough to 
cut some prices was dropped 
by the chairman of the Presi- 
dent's Council of Economic 
Advisers, Walter W. Heller. 


Sharp Gains 


The council's report, sent to 


Congress along with Johnson's 
message, said industries hav- 
ing sharp productivity gains 
should pass part of the bene- 
fits on to consumers. 


Asked if the auto industry 


was among them, Heller told 
reporters it "could well be 
one of those," although the 
benefits might also take the 
form of a bigger car for the 
money. Electronics firms, he 
noted, have cut prices as pro- 
ductivity rose.

Pushes Cut 


Johnson made the speedy 


passage of the $ll-billion tax 
reduction bill the key to his 
over-all program. It offers the 
very rich substantial reduc- 
tions in income tax rates and 
the low-bracket taxpayers sig- 
nificant cuts in withholdings 
from their pay. 


Sen. Thomas H. Kuchcl of 


California, the assistant Sen- 
ate Republican leader, pre- 
dicted Congress will pass this 
bill, which includes some di- 
rect and economic spurring 
cuts for business. 


But Kuchcl said action will 


be predicated on Johnson's 
promise to reduce expendi- 
tures. 


Skeptical 


Sen. Karl Mundt, R-S.D., a 


veteran member of the Senate 
Appropriations 
Committee, 


was skeptical that this would 
be d o n e. He forecast a "tre- 
mendous expansion of expen- 
ditures which the welfare pro- 
posals would require in future 
years." 


Johnson h e l d out for the 


conservatives of both parties 
the promise of attaining one 
of their cherished goals, a bal- 
anced budget. His associates

"a balanced economy at full 
potential." 


The President reassured the 


conservatives that his admin- 
istration will place its main

Liberals 


F o r the liberals he laid 


down a lengthy list of social 
welfare measures similar to 
those proposed by the late 
President John F. Kennedy. 


For the elderly, he asked 


health care financed through 
Social Security taxes and spe- 
cial housing. 


For the big cities, w h e r e 


tin's year's presidential clec- 
t i o n may be decided, t h e 
Johnson prescription included 
programs for low-rent public 
housing, renewal of decayed 
areas and aid for modcrniza- 
lion of mass transit. 


Farmers 


For the farmers, Johnson 


called for improved commodi- 
ty legislation for major prod- 
ucts, which evidently include 
wheat, cotton and dairy prod- 
u c t s. The President a l s o 
a s k e d for expansion of the 
food-for-peacc program. 


Johnson offset a warning to 


b u s i n e s s against price in- 
creases by cautioning labor 
against trying for inflation- 
ary wage boosts. But he left 
the door open for non-infla- 
tionary wage gains. 


F o r the one-fifth 
of all 


Americans he s a i d live in 
poverty, Johnson promised a 
$l-b i 11 i o n program, to be 
forthcoming later, of special 
schooling for the children of 
the poor and a number of 
other benefits. 


Extension 


Johnson also asked exten- 


sion of the $1.25 minimum 
wage to 2.5 million more low- 
paid workers, including those 
employed on the farms. 


The President capped all of 


this with a statement obvious- 
ly directed at those who op- 
pose centralized government. 
He said no Washington pro- 
gram will solve the problems 
he outlined. He said federal, 
state. local and private action 
is needed.

Life is composed of so many things that

Two, they can 
always look and plan ahead to next year 
when another chapter in their lives will be 
written.

Indeed, the past would be an almost 


frightening thing if it were not for the joy 
of remembering it and the pleasure of an- 
ticipating its repetition. It would be a 
dreadful thing if all one had to contem- 
plate was the fact that a certain part of 
life was gone and was never to be regained. 
It is not gone, however, so long as it can 
be recalled. Even if it can be recalled 
without the anticipation of renewing it in 
the future, it is a rewarding situation. 
Strangely, when there is no longer the ex- 
pectation, the memory comes more into 
the forefront and you come to value the 
good things of the past even more than 
had been the case up to that point. 


When a long friendship is terminated 


or separated, it is this memory of the past 


that is cherished. In this day of grcal inn. 
blllty and rupldly changing times, a friend- 
ship may end In a moment due to such 
things as changes In employment, w h 1 c h 
put many miles between people. There Is 
ut this time the unpleasant realization that 
the association of the past will he much 
more limited thun It lias been. Where as- 
sociation was frequent In the past, it will 
now be seldom. The measure now will be 
times per year rather thun times per 
month or per week. But the contemplation 
of that is tempered with the thought that 
what has gone before will he long remem- 
bered. If it is ended, that Is that, but for 
what there was you arc that much better 
off and you could have been unfortunate 
enough If It had never been.

You still can think of that friend and 


laugh at the many great things that hap- 
pened. More than likely, you remember 
most the things you enjoyed most such as 
fishing, perhaps, or hunting. There could 
be such times as the one recalled when one 
fisherman sat on the curb in front of his 
home at 4 a.m. waiting for me other fish- 
erman. 


But a police cruiser car happened by 


and the fellow on the curb had a time ex- 
plaining himself until his fishing friend 
came upon the scene. There could be such 
times as the one recalled when the car was 
driven as near the river as possible and 
left in a field. After a few hours of fishing, 
another few hours were spent finding the 
car on a moonless night. 


Or maybe you remember a time such 


as one recalled when one shot from a 12 


gauge felled t h r e e 
pheasants. 
Tell 
the 


tale and no one be- 
lieves you but y o ti 
know it happened and 


the thought of it is still enough to just 
about bend you over with laughter. Maybe 
you remember crossing a creek in the 
dawn of morning by walking a log while 
loaded down with enough fishing gear, 
food, water, etc., to make an African sa- 
fari. Maybe you remember fording a back 
road, 
hub-cap-deep in • mud 
or slipping 


along and finally into a ditch alongside a 
road that had thawed on lop from the heat 
of a winter afternoon's sun. 


Maybe you remember the two fis'n 


caught at once on the same line, the pheas- 
ant caught by hand, the quail hit in the 
head with a hedge ball or the farmer who 
ran you off his land at point of a 11 gauge.

Made It Official 


Although inventors had been tinkering 


svith horseless carriages for some time, it 
was on this date in 1899 that the automobile 
was officially recognized as a technological 
and welcome fact. 


The Scientific American, after careful 


consideration, said. 


"It looks like a hackney coach with 


delirium tremens, but it is a sober-minded, 
straightforward vehicle. We not only give 
it our respect, but our admiration, for with 
its big rubber tires, it gets over the ground 
in a velvety sort of way and reaches its 
destination without becoming tired." 


Modern advertising never describes the 


product in such words, but it probably nev- 
er made such a potent and influential state- 
ment. It asserted public acceptance and 
raised invention from novelty to a force in 
a new way of life. 


At that, the Scientific American great- 


ly underdcscribed the automobile. It did 
not contemplate the development of so 
many central and collateral industries from 
petroleum to interstate highways, so mucli 
new employment, together with such a 
change in human habit that our whole way 
of life was affected. Americans ceased to 
be provincial. The automobile taught more 
geography than the schools and to an in- 
finitely larger student body. It also taught 
spending and the exciting new doctrine that 
the more people move around the more 
jobs are created, and the more fields of 
opportunity arc generated. 


If the automobile were abolished we 


would suffer a national economic collapse 
such as we can not imagine. 


It is a reminder that soap box orators 


don't change us. Change comes from tlic 
introduction of new forces. 


The Sixth Star 


Congress is considering the intriguing 


proposal of Sen. Stuart Symington that a 
sixth star be conferred upon Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, presently a five star general, in 
retirement. 


Gen. MacArthur has always had a 


goodly company of devoted admirers. They 
would give him the entire warehouse full of 
stars if they could. As a military leader he 
has done a good deal to warrant their ad- 
miration. 


There is one precedent for creating a 


six star general. Congress did it for John 
J. Pcrshing in recognition of his patriotism 
and leadership in World War I. He not only 
successfully resisted the German army, but 
he successfully resisted the French and 
British high command which was deter- 
mined to use American troops as replace- 


ments to their forces—a matter of spend- 
ing American lives with the glory of vic- 
tory going to themselves. 


Granted that a sixth star is an honor- 


ary thing, then the hitch in the case of 
MacArthur is one of several other World 
War II military leaders whose achieve- 
ments were as vital. 


It is no detraction from MacArthur to 


note that General Marshall, General Eisen- 
hower, perhaps General Omar Bradley and 
several others, performed greatly in the 
winning of the war. In the light of this it 
would be invidious to single out one general 
for a sixth star as though to say that he 
was the greatest of them all, forever. 


If sixth stars are to be handed out it 


would seem more fair if there were sev- 
eral—just to keep history straight. 


Fall Of Zanzibar 


Crying over the loss of Zanzibar to 


communism will not bring this small Afri- 
can country back to the Western world but 
realization of the loss should be a sobering 
thought to the West.

out from under the protection -of England 
than it became a communist toehold in 
East Africa. Its lawfully established demo- 
cratic government was overthrown by force 
because the country simply was not ready 
to govern itself. 


The United States is faced today with 


an unpleasant situation in regard to the 
Panama Canal. Panama itself is determined 
to rid the country of U.S. interests and in- 
tends to secure all rights and control over 
the canal. This is despite the fact that the 
U.S. has legally established interests there 
and makes full payment to Panama for 
these canal rights. 


It is not difficult to understand the feel- 


ings of Panama at this time of growing 
nationalism throughout the world. S o u t h 
America is certainly not immune from the 
urge for independence that has been mov- 
ing the peoples of Asia, the Middle East, 
Africa and India. But independence can be 
a curse if one is not prepared for it. 


Is it to be expected of the United States 


to abandon its legal rights in Panama and 
then run the risk of another bloody over- 
throw of the government there and the es- 
tablishment of a communist dictatorship? 
Zanzibar geographically is about as far 
from Panama as any place could IK- but in 
consideration of the country's current stat- 
us, Zanzibar is very close to Panama.

Royal Welcome 


WASHINGTON — One of 


the best European friends of 
the USA. Queen Fredcrika 
of Greece, arrives in t h e 
United States today (Jan. 21) 
and it will be interesting to 
see whether some of the ex- 
iles from her country abuse 
the courtesies afforded them 
by this country to embarrass 
her. 


When she visited London 


last year, Mrs. Betty Aba- 
tiellos abused British h o s- 
pitality by grabbing Fred- 
crika by the shoulder and 
pushing her around; 
while 


the famous Greek commu- 
nist, Manolis Gicgos, recent- 
ly pardoned and 
released 


from jail by King Paul, was 
in London picketing her. Al- 
so in the picket line in and 
around Claridge's hotel was 
Athanassio Doganis, a form- 
er exile to communist East 
Germany. 


Queen Frcdcrika is coming 


(o the United States t h i s 
time on a purely unofficial 
visit, chiefly to receive an 
honorary degree from Bar- 
nard College. She told me 
when I saw her at the Greek 
summer palace on the island 
of Corfu last year that she 
loved 
visiting 
the 
United 


Slates, even though she has 
to pay her own expenses— 
and the Greek allowance to 
the royal family has not gone 
up with the increased cnt 
of living. 


The Queen is as frank as 


she is charming, and didn't 
hesitate to discuss the prob- 
lems of royalty. The prob- 
lem of roval marriages is 


what usually gets into the 
headlines; and King Paul, 
who also is frank, conceded 
that it is difficult for royal 
children to meet each other. 


"That was why we organ- 


ized the cruise of the Aga- 
mcmon 
in 1954," he 
ex- 


plained, "to give the young- 
sters a chance to meet each 
other." 


But 
far 
mor" 
difficult 


though far less publicized is 
the problem a king has of 
keeping stable governments 
in office. At the present time, 
Greece, one of the most dem- 
ocratic countries in Europe, 
has just held one election and 
is about to hold another. 
These cabinet turnovers are 
both expensive and make for 
economic instability. 
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On one occasion, during I'm 


Greek guerrilla fighting, the 
cabinet was so torn between 
splinter f a c t i o n s that it 
seemed impossible '.o form a 
government; and the Queen 
told me how King Paul had 
prevented a crisis. 


"My 
husband 
made 
a 


speech — a very patriotic 
speech. 'You are the chosen 
leaders of the Greek people 
who represent 
our demo- 


cratic way of life,' he said, 
'ff you fail to give a govern- 
ment to our people, you leave 
me the responsibility — a 
responsibility which 1 don't 
want.' 


"He opened the door and 


walked out. "May God en- 
lighten them,' he told me. 


"Twenty-four hours l a t e r

Panama Issue Is 


Full Of Complexity 


WASHINGTON — As seen 


from Capitol Hill the rioting 
in Panama has the look of 
deliberate and 
wicked ag- 


gression by lawless m o h s 
aimed at a 
long-suffering 


benefactor. 


The 
passionate 
national- 


ism in Congress is curiously 
like the passionate national- 
ism of the Panamanian pol- 
iticians who also have up- 
coming elections. On b o t h 
sides the emotions arc so 
strong that it is difficult to 
see how a sensible way can 
be found to insure against 
further violence culminating, 
it is possible, in disaster. 


Powerful economic a n d 


political forces have helped 
to make the Panama Canal 
a symbol of American sov- 
ereignty. At the height of the 
crisis '83-year-old 
Clarence 


Cannon, chairman of t h e 
House Appropriations Com- 
mittee, delivered a s t c in- 
winding, rally-round-thc-flag 
speech, lie closed by saying 
that 
while 
our diplomats 


were twiddling their thumbs 
the school children in t h c 
Canal Zone showed t h c in- 
selves true patriots by rais- 
ing the American flag. 


Beneath the churning emo- 


tional surface arc complex 
issues. One is whether Con- 
gress or the executive shall 
decide the future of the ca- 
nal and relations with Pana- 
ma. President Johnson hint- 
ed recently that he would 
veto a public works bill giv- 
ing congressional 
commit- 


tees a veto over disposal of 
Canal Zone piers. 
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A potent factor in t h e 


pressure to which Congress 
responds arc the Zonlans— 
present and past workers 
for the Panama Canal com- 
pany. They live in :i sani- 
tized enclave tlint with its 
commissaries, its special liv- 
ing 
allowances and other 


perquisites is a bureaucratic 
wonderland. They even have 
their own special holiday — 
Acquisition Day observed on 


May 4, the date in 1904 when 
the zone was formally ac- 
quired 
f r o m 
a 
republic 


carved out of the flank of Co- 
lombia. 


Another factor is the ship- 


ping l o b b y . Congressmen 
who rose on the floor to echo 
the venerable Cannon point- 
ed out that the Panama Ca- 
nal c o m p a n y, a wholly 
owned government corpora- 
tion, makes no profit. Reve- 
nues from canal tolls must 
be supplemented by appro- 
priation. 


^ 
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One reason is that tolls 


have not b e e n increased 
since 1914 when the f i r s t 
ships began to pass through 
the canal. When an increase 
is proposed the shipping in- 
terests put up a loud and 
complicated p r o t e s t doc- 
umented by batteries of ex- 
perts. So as costs increase 
—by, for example, paying 
Panamanian workers at the 
same scale as American 
workers — and revenue in- 
creases onlv with volume, a 
deficit is inevitable. 


The Panama Canal was a 


great engineering achieve- 
ment that stirred American 
pride early in the century. 
With it went the conquest of 
disease and a demonstration 
that order could be created 
out of swamp and jungle. It 
was an adventurous step to- 
ward world responsibility led 
by the 
dashing 
Theodore 


Roosevelt. 


So much 
has 
happened, 


since 1903. Little more than 
seven years ago the United 
States cried "shame, shame" 
at Britain and France in the 
General Assembly of t h e 
United Nations 
for 
using 


force—in vain—to try to hold 
the Suez Canal. 


If on Panama emotion docs 


not yield to reason there will 
be no way out. And in a rec- 
ord written in more and 
more blood the American po- 
sition will be universally con- 
dcmncd.

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LIFE BEGINS AT FORTY: 


Plucky Widow Starts New Career With Solo Safari 


By ROBERT PETERSON 
There are perhaps a hun- 


dred Americans who actu- 
ally make their living, or a 
good part of it, exploring 
the globe, taking profession- 
al movies, and then pre- 
senting lectures to their 
stay-at-home compatriots. 


A big name among these 


peripatetic shutter bugs is 
Mrs. Ava Hamilton, \vho 
achieved fame a number of 
years ago by becoming the 
first woman to make a solo 
safari through Africa. 


As a young woman she 


married a British 
officer 


stationed in Java, and for 
years thereafter they lived 
in and traveled through the 
Far East. They had planned 
a 
photographic 
s a f a r i 


through Africa. 
But then 


her 
husband fell 
ill and 


passed on. 


"I was about 40 at the 


time," said this chic de- 
scendant of an old South 
Carolina family who speaks 
with an assured and culti- 
vated voice, "and decided 
he would have wanted me 
to go ahead with plans. So 
I went home to the Slates 
for a few months and then, 
without telling my closest 
friends, 
sailed for Cape- 


town. 


"I took a car, my movie 


cameras and color film with 
me, and bought camping 
equipment on arrival. Then 
I began what turned out to 
be a four-year s a f a r i 
through Africa—all by my- 
self." 


"People sometimes ask if 


f got any help from 'white 
hunters.' And my reply is 
that they would be the last 


to give me any help. They 
try to create the impression 
that it's impossible to travel 
in Africa without their as- 
sistance and an expensive 
outfit. My safari proved 
just the opposite. 


"Neither the natives nor 


the animals are as danger- 
ous as generally depicted. 
I found the natives friendly 
and cooperative. And I dis- 
covered that animals never 
attack unless they become 
frightened and think you 
are going to harm them. I 
photographed lions and all 
species of African fauna at 
close range, usually by ap- 
proaching them up wind." 


When she returned from 


her lengthy safari she ed- 
ited 60,000 feet of film. Then 
with the hope of building a 
lecturing career she made 


four separate films cover- 
ing different sections of 
Africa. 


"Thanks to s o m e con- 


tacts, I was able to book 
several important lectures. 
These were successful and 
thereafter lecture bureaus 
booked me. When my rep- 
utation as a lecturer was 
firmly established f trav- 
eled to other sections of the 
world and came back with 
new films. Then there 
would be a new lecture ser- 
ies. Since starting my ca- 
reer some two decades ago 
I estimate I've given about 
2,500 lectures." 


Was it expensive to trav- 


el through Africa? "No, my 
costs averaged only about 
one dollar a day. Money 
has little value in the jungle 
for one uses barter goods, 


such as salt, sugar, ciga- 
rettes, and beads. I would 
trade with natives and get 
chickens, eggs, fish, and 
rice. And I camped out so 
I had no hotel bills. My car 
proved a very good invest- 
ment, for I sold it at the 
end of four years for just 
about what 1 had paid for 
it." 


Mrs. Hamilton's story is 


inspiring, for it shows what 
a plucky, adventurous \\id- 
ow can accomplish in build- 
ing an exciting new career 
which has been personally 
satisfying and of great ed- 
ucational value to the thou- 
sands who have heard her.

NIXON LEADS POLL 


Washington (UPI) — Pol- 


ster Louis Harris said Mon- 
day that former Vice Presi- 
dent Richard 
M. 
Nixon 


holds a "decisive" lead for 
the Republican presidential 
nomination among GOP vot- 
ers and would run the strong- 
est race against President 
Johnson. 


Harris, in a copyright re- 


port on his national poll pub- 
lished in t h e Washington 
Post, said Nixon at present 
is the only Republican who 
could win more than 40% of 
the voles in a battle with 
Johnson. 


"Of all the names in con- 


tention for the Republican 
nomination for president, that 
of Richard M. Nixon consist- 
ently receives more support 
from rank and file Republi- 
cans than any other," Har- 
ris said. 


Harris said that in a nation- 


wide poll of Republican vot- 
ers, Nixon was the f i r s t 
choice of 43%, Sen. B a r r y 
M. Goldwater of Arizona was 
the first choice of 23%, and 
New York Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller was preferred by 
22%. Twelve per cent said 
they were not sure. 


In a trial run of Johnson 


against Republican possibili- 
ties, conducted with a sam- 
ple of all voters, Harris said 
Nixon won 41% of the vote, 
Michigan Gov. George Rom- 
ney 34%, Goldwater 33%, 
P e n n s y l v a n i a Gov. Wil- 
liam Scranton 32% and Rock- 
efeller 29%. 


Of GOP voters polled, 10% 


said they would not vote for 
Nixon, 19% said they would 
not vote for Goldwater, and 
22% said they would not vote 
for Rockefeller, Harris said. 
Forty-nine per cent said they 
uere not sure.

ly verbal." He said it was 
never announced whether the 
late President Kennedy-John- 
son understanding was re- 
duced to writing. 


While there is no federal 


law requiring such agree- 
ments be of a written na- 
ture. Hansen said there is suf- 
ficient authority in the pres- 
ent provisions of the U.S. 
Code to permit the President 
to reduce the agreement to 
writing and publish it as a 
presidential paper in the Fed- 
eral Register. 


Hansen, speaking before the 


Bar Association's Conference 
on Presidential Inability, re 
stated his endorsement of a 
constitutional amendment to 
clarify the power of C o n- 
gre^s to pass laws concern 
ing presidential disability.

ability, rather than stating 
the principle and leaving im- 
plementation to the Congress, 
is to use inverse reasoning 
and adds to the complexity of 
the problem by illogjcally go- 
ing from the specific to the 
general," Hansen said. 


Hansen told the conference 


lie favors returning the line 
of presidential succession to 
the cabinet. "The necessity 
for 
keeping the executive 


branch in hands of the party 
elected should be sufficient 
reason for anyone," he said. 


Hansen also suggested that 


a successor president be em- 
powered 
by 
constitutional 


amendment to nominate a 
man for the vacant vice pres- 
idency, with the choice sub- 
ject to Senate ratification. 


Tuesday Hansen will detail

If you have filed in the past, 


you'll receive in tlic mail ci- 
ther Form 1040A, a punch- 
card, or Form 1040, which 
can be filed cither as a single 
sheet or with other sections 
attached. In cither case, in- 
structions are Included. 


You can use the simple 


1010A card If your 1963 Income 
was less than $10,000, and 
most of It consisted of wages 
and salaries on which income 
tax was withheld by your em- 
ployer. You arc not permitted 
to use 1040A If you had more 
than $200 In income f r o m 
sources other than wages and 
salaries. 


Even if you are eligible to 


file the short form, you may 
want to file Form 1040 in or- 
der to claim special benefits. 
For instance, you may wish 
to list all your deductible ex- 
penses, and there is no provi- 


sion for this on the short form, i 


Keep It Simple 
' 


If you arc in doubt about 


which one to use, you can file [ 


\ the long form and still keep 
the process fairly simple. You 
do not have to itemize your 
deductions if you file the long 
form. 


If you earned less than $5,- 


000 in 1963, you can find the 
amount of your tax on the 
table provided in the instruc- 
tions. It shows the amount of 
tax due for various income 
levels up to $5,000. 


Taxpayers who file 1040A 


and earn less than $5,000 may, 
If they choose, let the Internal 
Revenue Service 
determine 


the tax after they have pro- 
vided the basic information. 
The government will t h c n I 
send you a bill If you owe. 
taxes, or send you a check if 
you have a refund coming. 


Th e 
table automatically 


takes into account the stand- 
ard deduction of about 10% 
as an allowance for special 
expenses, contributions, inter- 
est and other items. If your 


eligible expenses arc more 
than 10rr of your income, it 
probably will be to your ad- 
vantage to list them on the 
long form, 1040. 


If you fill out the long form, 


lake off 10rf of your taxable 
income, or the amount of your 
actual deductions listed under 
Schedule A on the back of the 
page. However, if you take 
the standard lOCt deduction, 
you cannot subtract more 
than $1,000 on a single or joint 
return, and a married person 
filing separately cannot de- 
duct more than $500. 


In most cases, you would 


then subtract $600 for your- 
self, $600 for your wife and 
$600 for each dependent—but 
you arc not entitled to the 
$600 exemption for your wife 
if she filed a separate return. 
You can find your tax by con- 
sulting the tax table, or the 
appropriate tax rate schedule 
in the instructions. 


Important Number 


Regardless of the system or 


form you use, you must put 
y o u r taxpayer 
identifying 


number on your form. It's the 
same as \otir Social Security 
number in most cases: if you 
don't have a Social Security 
number, go to a Social Secu- 
rity office, post office or dis- 
trict Internal Revenue Serv- 
ice office and get an applica- 
tion form. If you don't put the 
number on your tax form, you 
may be charged a $5 penalty. 


Also, attach Copy "B" of 


your \V-2 form to your return. 
If you had more than one cm- 
plojcr, attach a copy of each 
\V-2 form to your return. 


Check your W-2 form or 


forms to see how much of 
your pay was deducted for So- 
cial Security taxes. This is 
listed as F.I.C.A. (Federal In- 


j surancc 
Contributions Act) 


tax. If the total for one per- ] 
son is more than $174 and that 
person had only one employer 
during 1963, the employer has 
taken out too much. If the to- 
tal is more than $174, and the 
taxpayer had more than one 
employer, he can get credit 
for the excess against his in- 
come tax. 


Although many persons will 


need to file only the first shcot 
of 1040, there arc other sec- 
tions, or schedules, available 
for taxpayers with certain 
types of income, or for those 
who wish to claim certain 
types of benefits. 
For in- 


stance, Schedule B is used to 
report income from dividends, 
interests, pensions, annuities, 
rents and royalties. 


In some cases you may 


want to file a separate sched- 
ule to claim special benefits. 
For instance, you must use 
Schedule B to claim retire- 
mcnt income credit

Kansas City, Kan. (UPI)— 


George Docking, former gov- 
ernor, of Kansas and the first 
Democrat to be elected twice 
to Uie high state office, died 
Monday night. He was 59. 


Docking was placed on the 


critical list Monday morning 
at Bethany Hospital after un- 
dergoing abdominal surgery. 
He.died at 7:45 p.m. 


A hospital spokesman said 


Docking died of respiratory 
complications stemming from 
emphysema, a disease t h a t 
fills the lungs with fluid. 


Emergency a t t e m p t s at 


closed heart massage and 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation 
failed". 


Physicians said Docking ap- 


peared to be recovering satis- 
factorily 
from 
the surgery 


Jan. 11 when lie developed 
the severe lung congestion 
Monday mormrig. He was im- 
mediqtely placed in the hos- 
pital's intensive care ward 
and oxygen was administered 
to him. 


Docking was elected gover- 


nor in. 1956 and served two 
terms. His re-election in 1958 
marked the first time in the 
state's history that a Demo- 
cratic governor had been re- 
turned to office after his ini- 
tial term. 


Docking sought an unprece- 


dented third term in 1960 but 
was defeated by Goy. J o h n 
Anderson, a Republican. The 
following year, Docking w a s 
appointed by President Ken- 
nedy to the directors' board 
of the federal Export-Import 
Bank.

A group of Negro students 


at Southern University near 
Baton Rouge marched to the 
city on Dec. 15, 1961, 
and 


joined others at the court- 
house area. Police permitted 
and agreed to a seven-minute 
demonstration but 
objected 


when the CORE leader, the 
Rev. B. Elton Cox, urged the 
Negroes to go to lunch count- 
ers In 12 stores, demand ser- 
vice and refuse to move for 
one hour. 


When the demonstrators re- 


fused to disperse, the streets 
were cleared with tear gas a 
several Negroes were arrest- 
ed on charges of blocking 
traffic. 


City officials obtained in 


U.S. District Court in Baton 
Rouge an injunction barring 
any further demonstratons. 


Quashed 
k The U.S. Circuit Court in 
New Orleans quashed the in- 
junction saying that at most, 
the 
demonstrators blocked 


traffic for a short while. 


Among other rulings, t h e 


court refused to speed up de- 
ciding whether to hear an ap- 
peal attacking the apportion- 
ment of the Illinois senate. 


The justices also refused to 


hear appeals by several men 
convicted of murder, Includ- 
ing:

Schuhschuh, 13, in 1961.

Conscientious Objector Doesn't Hove 
To Acknowledge God Jo Duck Draff 


New York 
(ff> —A federal 


appeals court ruled Monday 
that an American may be a 
conscientious objector, even 
though he does not acknowl- 
edge God. Exemptions from 
military service can be based 
on "deeply-rooted beliefs and 
sentiments." 


Hitherto, the selective serv- 


ice law required that c o n- 
scicntious objection be based 
on religious beliefs, including 
existence of a supreme being. 


In an unanimous three-judge 


decision, t h e U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals held t h i s 
requirement unconstitutional. 
It upset a prison sentence 
against Daniel Andrew Seeg- 
er, 29, a religious skeptic and 
conscientious objector w i t h 
an aversion to war. 


Far-Reaching

Israel To 
Go Ahead 
On Jordan 


Tel Aviv, Israel (UPI) — 


Premier 
Levi Eshkol *said 


Monday Israel would proceed 
with plans to divert the Jor- 
dan River for irrigation de- 
spite Arab objections a n d 
warned that Israel must "pro- 
tect her vital rights." 


Eshkol, in a speech to the 


kncssct (parliament), s a i d 
decisions taken at last week's 
Arab summit conference in 
Cairo to divert the river's 
headwaters were a "plan of 
sabotage based entirely on 


. . violation of the law and 


deliberate aggression." 


He said Israel will oppose 


any "unilateral and illegal 
measures by the Arab stales" 
against the project. 


He said the Arab confer- 


ence also painted a "distort- 
ed picture of our legal and 
constructive" enterprise 
to 


draw water from the Sea of 
Galilee to irrigate the Negev 
Desert. He said Arab charges 
that the project was unilater- 
al and illegal were untrue. 
I s r a e l was not the first 


country to draw water from 
the Jordan River system, Esh- 
kol said. He mentioned Jor- 
dan, which during the p a s t 
two years has been using the 
waters 
under its Yarmuk 


plan — which enjoys the sup- 
port of international agencies. 
He said Syria and Lebanon 
also are drawing water from 
the Jordan River's headquar- 
ters. 


Eshkol said Israel and the 


Arabs agreed 11 jcars ago to 
the American mediation of 
Eric Johnson to work out a 
regional water plan to use the 
Jordan River tributaries and 
waters. 
> 


A unified plan in the end 


was rejected by the Arabs but 
the three years of negotiations 
had one result — an alloca- 
tion of water to Israel, Jor- 
dan, Syrai and Lebanon, Jie 
said. 


Eshkol said the situation 


now finds the Arabs utilizing 
the Jordan River under t h e 
Yarmuk system to fulfill their 
water needs while seeking to 
prevent Israel from taking her 
share from this network. 


"Their aim is to injure Is- 


rael — even at cost and in- 
jury to themselves," he said.

Sceger originally registered

The Selective Service Act, 


as revised in 1958, states that 
religious training and belief 
required for conscientious ob- 
jection "means as individual's 
belief in a relation to a su- 
preme being involving duties 
superior to those arising from 
any human relations, but does 
not include essentially politi- 
cal, sociological or philosophi- 
cal views or a merely person- 
al moral code." 
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Health Board Names Committee 
To Campaign Against Cigarettes 


The State Health 
Board 


Monday appointed a subcom- 
mittee to Implement an ac- 
tion program aimed at dis- 
couraging cigarette smoking 
in Nebraska. 


The subcommittee, headed 


by Board Vice Chairman Dr. 
Louis W. Gilbert of Lincoln, 
will confer with Dr. George 
E. 1'lckett, director of the 
State 
Health 
Department's 


chronic disease control divi- 
sion, about steps Dr. Plckctt 
has suggested be token to 
convince the public of the 
harmful effects of smoking. 


Dr. Plckett has suggested 


that hospitals be urged to 
voluntarily remove cigarette 
vending machines, that con- 
trol over sales of tobacco to 
minors be tightened, and that 
a more intelligent approach 
be adopted in schools to con- 
vince teen-agers of the dan- 
gers of smoking. 


Enforcement Difficult 


Nebraska law prohibits the 


sale of tobacco to minors, but 
enforcement is difficult—par- 
ticularly because of vending 
machines. 


Pickctt said the committee 


would have to consider what 
could be done legally, what 
action would be acceptable 
to the general public, and 
how the program should be 
carried out. The committee, 
he added, will need scientific, 
biological and medical advice. 


On another matter, State

Filipi advised the board he is

loans, in admission to honors 
programs, in placing students 
in appropriate courses of sec- 
tions and in making various 
admissions decisions.

It wasn't until 1913 t h a t 


most of thc states decided 
they could make plates and 
sell them and make a deal of 
moola for the old state cap- 
itol.
